This was the first bright gleam of hope 
fin the critica] illness of Georgia's governor 
since the operation for appendicitis was 
performed, and it came last nignt at ll 
o'ciock in the shape of a unanimous ver- 
dict from ail the attending physicians af- 
ter folding their 1:ast consultation for the 
night. 

They stated that while his chances for 
recovery were still very slender, the thread 
upon which his life hung had gained 
streng:h. 

At 6 o'clock the physicians had held a 
consultation and were gloomy. 

The outlook was dark, indeed, and the 
Gcectors went away from the santitarium 
with more serivus countenarecs thin they 
had yet worn. Many bad conditions pre- 
vailed. But. shortly after they left, Dr. 
Holmes, with proper appliances, succeeded 
in considerably decreasing the distensiors 
of the patient’s bowels and he immediately 
foll asiecp. 

He slept soundly until 16:50 o’clock last 
night and was awakened by the doctors 
entering the room for their last consulta- 
tion. This sleep seemed to bring the change 
for the better, and the doctors, upon a 
clese examinestion, round many brighter 
corditicns prevalent than had optained dur- 
ing the entire day. 7

It certainly was a day of many doubts.

The brothers of the governor waited in 
the office cf the sanitarium nearly all day 
and spent the time waiking impatiently 
back and forth across the room, They 
watched impatiently for the bulletins of 
the physicians, not being allowed to enter

ically ill. 
Mrs. Atkinson spent most of the day in 


the room of Mrs. Dr. Holmes, three floors 
beneath her husband, She slept but little

At 12 o'clock another bulletin was sent 
out. It stated that his condition remained 
the same. 

At 6 o’clock in the afternoon the phy- 
sicians held another consultation and this 
brought no good news at all, 

They found their 
swollen about the bowels and with bad 
pulse and temperature. His pulse was 92 
and his temperature 101. 

His pulse hud been 83 just a few hours 
before that. 

These were bad signs and the physicians 
Kuve not the faintest encouragement by 
their countenances, which were exceedingly 
cheerless. 

Members of the family who stood in the hall 
While the physicians were in consultation 
realized the increased cause for fear and 
Shook with emotion and sighed in fervent 
prayers now and then. 

Governor Atkinson was rational but was 
not a bit in good spirits, and seemed for 
the first time to toose his masterly will 
power, He complained, however, of but one 
thing, and that was the awful fatigue of 
lying so long motionless upon his back. 

“Oh, it wearies me well-nigh beyond en- 
durance,”” he muttered in a more broken 
voice than the physicians would care to 
have heard. 

This was all the governor said to them, 
He seemed to be Sinking gradually. 

It wes just after this consultation, how- 
ever, that Dr. Holmes undertook to re- 
move the gas from the patient’s stomach 
and when reasonable success attended his 
efforts the Eovernor fell asleep and slept 
soundly until late last night.

CUCKOOS PLEAD FOR A STRADDLE 


They Threaten To Bolt the Party’s Action 
if the Platiorm Declares ior the 
Monoy ofthe People. 


Louisville, Ky., June 18.—(Special.)—The 
Silverites will nominate their candidate for 
governor one week from today. General 
Hardin has 100 more votes pledged to him 
than the next man, Clay, has. 

It .is not believed to be possible to keep 
Hardin from walking away with the nomi- 
nation. The Courier-Journal’s figures to- 
night give Hardin 295 pledged votes, Clay 
212, Buckner i and Alford 2. 

It tukes 440 votes to nominate, but with 
his great lead Hardin has the race won. 
In more than 30 uninstructed delegates 
Hardin is sure to get enough to nominate. 

Hardin is working right along with Sen- 
ator Blackburn, making the fight for free 
silver and against the Carlisle-Cleveland- 
Wail street plan. Clay’s weak-point has 
been his clam-like silence on the financial 
question. He has persistently and success- 
fully kept his lips sealed, and nobody 
knows where he stands, but he is supposed 
to be running for the administration, which 
could not afford to run a man openly. 

The cuckoos. have been claiming 
Blackburn's defeat is assured. How 
figure it out when his candidate for 
ernor carries the state is apparent only to 
themselves. They also claim that a strad- 
dling platform will be adopted. They are 
pleading for a straddle and declare that 
a silver plank will cost Hardin 20,000 demo- 
cratic votes. The silverites want the offices 
and machinery first. A state platform will 
not control the votes of legislators for sen- 
ators or of representatives in congress. So 
it may turn out that a compromise will 
be put through. 

Senator Blackburn, 
and John S. Rhea are delegates to the state 
convention, and there will be trouble for 
the straddlers when they put up their 
heads. The gold standard leaders are John 
M. Atherton and W. LB. Haldeman, of this 
city. This pair are considered: fine prac- 
tical politicians. Atherton, who is a close 
friend of Carlisle, has a ‘‘bar’l.’’ He is a 
rich distiller, an admirer of Cleveland and 
personally ua@popular. The gold people have 
the money, and they used it to good advan- 
tage In this city on Saturday. 

For the minor places on the democratic 
ticket instructions are the rule and not 
the exception. Messrs. Norman and Hen- 
drick, candidates for auditor and attorney 
general, respectively, got more ingtructions 
than any other candidates, although they 
have no opposition in their own party. 

Messrs. Turner for lieutenant governor, 
Headley for secretary of state, Gardner for 
treasurer, Thompson for superintendent of 
public instruction, Nall for commissioner of 
agriculture and Swango for register of the 
land office, lead their competitors, but in 
some cases the margin is a very thin one, 
and not one of the candidates except Mr. 
Nall has votes enough pledged to make him 
move than hopeful of ultimate success be- 
fore the convention. Mr. Nall’s opposition 
for commissioner of agricuiture does not 
amount to much. 
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BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT. 
The Widow Towne Sues Millionaire 
Tacker, of Buffalo. 

2uffalo, N. Y¥., June 13.—David Tucker, a 
septugenarian millionaire, has bean served 
with papers in a suit for $199,000 damages 
for breach of promise and seduction brought 
by Mrs Nina M. Towne, a handsome widow 
of forty-five years, who for the past six 
months nas made her home in this city 
end has oceupied an oifice in the Tucker 
building cn Court stieet. Mrs. Towne al- 
luges cold-blooded and crin:mal deception 
on the part of tine defendant, while the 
latter asserts thac it ss a case of black- 
mail. Mrs. Towne is said to be w cousin 
of the iate President Garfield and when 
he occupied the white hcuse was a frequciit 
visitor there. Her husband was a well- 
known hotel Keeper. of Indianapolis, where 
he died several years ago. She came here 
last Nevember and rented an oflice in 
the Tucker building for the sale of dress 
patterna. Later she took the iocal agency 
of a southern lanc company. Alr. ‘Tucker 
is the owner of the building and it is al- 
lezoc pas? assiduous attention: to his fair 
tenant So intimate did they: become that 
a room in the building was fitted up as a 
sleeping chamber and for some time they 
r.ade it their home. In March Mrs. Towne 
found herse!lf in a delieate condition and 
besought Mr. TttekKer to save her honor 
by marrying her, which, it is alleged, he 
promised to do, but finally declined to ful- 
fll his promise, henee the suit for dam- 
ages.

CANNOT GET TRUB BILLS. 


The State Is Foiled in an Effort To 
Prosecute. 

Charleston, S. C., June 18.—(Special.)— 
The dispensary law bobbed up in the court 
of sessions today. During the morning the 
grand jury were given a batch of bills by 
the solicitor. Among these were six against 
parties for the violation of the dispensary 
law. On these Judge Buchanan said that 
the jurors should carefully consider the 
evidence against the accused and render 
presentment according to the evidence. 
They should not permit their prejudice, if 
they held any against the law, to influence 
their verdict. If the law was an obnoxious 
oue the strict enforcement of it would be 
the surest means of enlisting public senti- 
ment and thereby causing its repeal On 
the contrary, if they permitted their pre- 
judices to influence their presentment, it 
would redound in favor of the law. 

In a short while the jurors returned and 
reported that they had been unable to 
find indictments: against the following par- 
ties, against whom bills had been given 
them: Fritz Mollenhauer, Henry Hemme, 
George F. Stenicken, M. L. Clark, W. J. 
Bowen and Barney Lovatt. Assistant At- 
torney General Townsend, who is here to 
conduct.the dispensary cases, of which 
several hundred are pending, said that he 
was totally surprised at the actfon of the

WATCHING THE VESSELS. 


An Inspector Boards All the Vessels 
at Fernandina. 
Fernandina, Fla., June 18.—(Special.)—In- 
formation that an expedition was soon to 
leave this place for Cuba has recently 
reached the ears of the authorities at Wash- 
ington and the result was: that early this 
morning the revenue cutter Boutwell unex- 
pectedly steamed into port, cast anchor in 
front of the town about midway the stream 
and sent an officer ashore on a reconnoiter- 

ing tour. 

Half a dozen stcamships, as many schoon- 
ers and a number of smaller crafts were 
lying along the river front. The officer 
boarded each and every one and made a 
thorough inspection to satisfy himself that 
no correaband of war was on board. Amon 
the steamships. visited were three British- 
ers now loading with phosphate for for- 
eign ports. A casual inspection of these 
was sufficient to allay suspicions, but one 
of the captains, a typical Englishman, was 
somewhat by the invasion, 
which he termed impudence, and demanded 
to know the officer’s authority. The olfi- 
cer 1¢cfvsed to produce anything except his 
badge, and proceeded to go through the 
ship. The domestic vessels Cid not fare so 
well and were compelled to submit to a 
rigid examination. The officer took com- 
plete notes of the shipping in port and made 
riany inquirlfes as two destination, cargo, 
etc. 

Several vessels are helieved bv the au- 
thorities to be in this neighborhood for the 
purpose of carrying arms and ammunition, 
if not recruits, to the Cuban insurgents.

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Manufacturers of Newspaper Forming 
a Combination. , 

New York, June 18.—It became known in 
Wall street that some of the manufac- 
turers Of paper for newspaper use have 
been planning to form a combination with 
a big capital. Their representatives have 
been talking with Wall street men with 
reference to financial plans. Some of those 
in the movement are reported to be the 
Manufacturers’ Paper Company, represented 
by K. B. Fullerton; the Fall Mountain Pa- 
per Company, represented by a Mr. Russell; 
the Niagara Falls Paper Company 
and the Glen Manufacturing Com- 
pany. There are also understood to be 
other companies, fifteen or twenty in all, 
mostly situated in New England and New 
York, which would go in should the pro- 
ject come to a head, So far nothing dofi- 
nite has heen settled. There has been talk 
of a capitalization of $2),000,000 with $10,- 
000,000 in bonds. The combination, if formed, 
would probably be a big newspaper trust, 
and possibly, if its shares were listed on 
the stock exchange, might rival other big 
industrials as a subject for active specula- 
tion.

Kepublicans Are as Badly Divided as 
the Democrats. 


A. FIGHT COMING AT CLEVELAND 


Western Delegates Insist Upon the 
Adoption of a Silver Plank. 


SOUTHERNERS INCLINE TO GOLD 


Colored Representatives Aanounce Their 
Fondness for the Yellow Metal. 
May End in a Compromise. 


Cleveland, O., June 18.—On the eve of the 
National Republican League convention, 
the man who can tell which way the cat 
will jump on the all-absorbing money ques- 
tion does not live. 

It is not even a certainty 
will jump, as the feeling 
strengthened with the arrival of each dele- 
gation that the money question should be 
handled like a hot stone. By every train 
delegates and visitors have been brought to 
the city today and tonight all the hotel 
lobbies and the sidewalks are crowded with 
enthusiastic republicans, discussing politics, 
and the money question in particular. 
There was a big surprise in store for the 
delegates and visitors who were seeking 
information on the money question. Among 
the arrivais during the day were the ad- 
Vance guards of the southern states, 

There was little comfort for the western 
advocates of free silver in the utterances 
of these men from the south, 

“Sound money’ was their slogan. 

“My only purpose in coming to the con- 
vention,’’ said Mr. Lea, a prominent Vicks- 
burg, Miss., republican, ‘‘was to do all 
in my power to prevent a declaration in fa- 
free siiver. The only silver men In 
our state are democrats. The republicans 
are to a man for sound inoney, Our party 
can make nothjng by getting into the break- 
ers on this money controversy. ‘rhe tariff 
should be the isSue in the coming campaign. 
On that the party is united. On the money 
question it cannot be but hopelessly di- 
vided.’’ 

“That is a fair expression of the sentl- 
ment of our party in the state of Missis- 
sippi,”’ interposed Colonel J. P. Stevens, of 
Macon, Miss. 

The cobored delegates from Louisiana are 
headed by H. H. Blunt, the president of 
the state league. Llunt is one of the most 
prominent coiored repubiicans in Louisiana. 
At the Denver convention last year he 
made a rousing speech in oppesition to a 
resolution providing for the division of caus

On the Charge of Forgery in New

New Orleans, La., June 18.—Something

THEY STRUGGLED FOR A MINUTE 


Their Strength Became Exhausted Before 
Help Arrived, ard Both Sank. 
News Through Alabama. 


Opelika, Ala., June 18.—(Special.)\—News 
of a terrible accident in which two pcople 
lost their lives was received here this even- 
ing. The fearful tragedy occurred a few 
miles south of Auburn about noon, and 
has plunged the whole community in 
mourning.

An untiring search! will be 
made, however, and it is likely that the 
bodies will be recovered before morning.

NEW MEN IN CAMP! That 


Atlanta and Savannah Troops at Griffin 
for a Week. 


TWO COMPANIES OF ARTILLERY THERE 


Colonel George A. Mercer Is the Comman- 
dant at Camp Northen Thig W eek, 
Soldiers There for Business. 
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Griffin, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)—The city 
tonight is in the hands of the soldier boys 
and the keys of the town have been placed 
in their keeping. 

Yesterday the Third and Sixth regiments 
broke camps and left for their respective 
homes. Last night the camp was deserted 
and the place had the appearance of an 
abandoned and forsaken field. 

This morning the specials bearing the 
First regiment and the Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah artillerymen, arrived in the city 
and were at once side tracked and carried 
direct to the camp by a switch engine. 

The First regiment reached the city at 
7:30 o’clock this mioorning. The Atlanta Ar- 
tillery reached here at 9 o’clock and the 
cars were transferred to the camp. 

A large crowd was at the little station. 
On the train was the entire First regiment, 
which is composed of the following com- 
panies: Irish Jasper Greens, Savannah 
Cadets, Ogiethorpe Light Infantryf, Re- 
publican Blues, German Volunteers, Kell 
Rifles and Povler Light Guards. 

In addition to this regiment the train 
also brought an extra car, in which the 
Chatham Artillery came... The long train 
was heavily loaded and reached the city 
about an hour late. 

At 7:30 o’clock this morning the Atlanta 
Artillery left that city on a special car 


attached to the regular passenger train. 
The boys were enthusiastic and as the 
train sped along they sang songs and 


cheered the audiences that had assembled 
at every Station through which the train 
passed. 

The artillery carried two twelve-pounders 
and two caissons. These are the only big 
guns that will be < on the field this week. 
The Chatham Artillery did not bring their 
Suns with them. 

Nine Companies There. 

There are nine companies in the camp, 
and the number of men that lined up in 
dress parade this afternoon was about 300. 
Last week there were more than 600 men 
on the grounds, and the short line yester- 
day was a subject of considerable com- 
parison. 

There are six companies from Savannah, 
one company from Atlanta, one from 
Statesboro, and one from Pooler, near Sa- 
Vannah. 

The Atlanta and Savannah artillery com-

The most ser‘ous offense of which the 
company is supposed to be guilty is its 
use of canceled stamps. A large quantity 
of these were found on the premises, in 
violation of the law. Knowing the output

June 18,—(Special.)—Dr. 
Henry C. White will not be the nexe pres- 
ident of the Technological school. <Al- 
thceugh the resigrction of President I. S. 
Hopkins has not yet been acted upon, Dr. 
White was offered the place by a commit- 
te of the board of trustees of that insti- 
tution a few days ago, and has since that 
time had the matter under consideration. 
He was strongly urged to accept the po- 
Sition by friends of the Technological school 
and his triends here brought equal pressure 
to bear upor him to remain here. 

This afterncon at 1 o’clock he made his 
decision, and it was a declination of the 
offer. Hie so notified President N. E. Har- 
ris, the Technological school tommis- 
Bion. 

The following letter was sent to the Tech- 
nological commission today, and in its 
publication it skculd be understood that the 
position offered Professor White was in 
the event of the acceptance of Dr. Hop- 
kins'’s resignation:

These reports all seem to have had a Brit- 
ish origin, and a systematic effort was 
made in semi-official circles, both at George- 
town and in London, to create the impres- 
sion that Venezuela had wantonly provoked 
an armed conflict with the British colonial 
authorities. Such reports, and such insidi- 
ous methods of diplomacy, gwould have been 
amusing had they been less michievous 
in tendency. Even had the allegation been 
true, namely, that the Venezuelan author- 
ities sought: to recapture. the territory 
Which rightfully belonged to her, the act 
would have been entirely justifiansle under 
every known principle of public law. E.ut 
the allegations were wholly untrue. The 
Simple facts in the case, briefly told by 
Dr. Rojas in the report under review, are 
these: 

Some time in September last’ a few 
soldiers of the Venezuelan military post 
on the left bank of the upper Cuyuni river 
crossed over to the opposite side of the 
river where they unexpectedly tound some 
British squatters.

The Rallroaders Have Fixeda Plan of 
Agresment in New York. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES RECOMMENDED 


How the Special Committee Has Gone 
Aboutthe Work of Framing New 
Articles of Agreement. 


— 


As predicted in The Constitution yester- 
day the name of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association will be changed if 
the report to be sybmitted by the special 
committee is adopted by the New York 
convention. 

Several other changes in the articles of 
agreement will be made, it is said in 
private telegrams to parties in Atlanta, 
Chief among which wiil be fhat the as- 
sociation will not be of yearly existence, 
s0 to speak, but of permanent existence 
om condition that it shall never be disbanded 
except by unanimous vote of the Mines 
that compose its membership. 

These are some of the changes that 
will most probably be recommended by the 
Special committee. 

There will probably not be an election of 
officers at this meeting in New York, the 
matter most likely going over for thirty 
days, when a convention will doubiless 
have to be held to finish matters. 

The following report from New York is 
interesting: 

“New York, June 18.—(Special.)\—The 
Special committee appointed to consider 
and recommend necessary changes and re- 
Visions in the agreement of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, has 
completed its labors and will report to- 
morrow. 

“The members decline to furnish any in- 
formation in advance of its report, but it 
is rumored that everything agreed to is 
practically the same as the present agree- 
ment, except a change of name and an ad- 
ditional clause to the new ggreement re- 
quiring unanimous consent of the mem- 
bers to terminate the association, instead 
of letting it expire by limitation within 
@ year. 

“There is also a proviso that any mem- 
ber can cancel all connection with the 
association by settling all indebtedness 
and giving sixty days’ written notice. 

“It is probable that the report will be 
made to a convention with a small at- 
tendance, the committe appointed on 
last Wednesday being composed of only 
ten members. Since Wednesday last the 
Officials of about twenty lines have been 
Waiting on the report of the committee. 

“They were putting in most of the time 
around the Waldorf until Saturday night, 
but a number of them failed to show up 
Yesterday and this morning. 

“Unless a full attendance can be obtained 
tomorrow it is probable that the proposed 
new agreement will be ordered printed and 
distributed, and an adjournment taken for 
thirty days. 

“The election of officers will not occur 
until after the new agreement is executed.”

Mr. Spencer Stetes That the South- 
ern Is Not After It. 


Baltimore, June 18.—(Special.)—A meeting 
of the directors of the Georgia SoutHKern 
and Florida railway was to be held here 
today, but a quorum did not materialize 
and President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, which hus secured con- 
trol of the read by purchasing the bonds, 
called another meeting for next week. 

There wiil be no change in the officers 
of the road, but the Southern wil! secure 
the control by a change in the director. 
ate, Mr. Spencer and Major Andrews 
will be on the new board. <All of the Bal- 
timore members of the Georgia Southern 
will be consulted, as they have been close 
allies of Mr. Spencer for nearly twenty 
years. 

Mr. Spencer said that he was returning 
from a visit to Norfolk, where he has 
been making a proposition to the city au- 
thorities for facilities for the Southern 
Railway Company, which is now about to 
make that port one of its important ter- 
minals,, coming into it over the Atlantic 
Coast Line. . Mr. Spencer said that the 
condition and earnings of the Southern 
railway were highly gratifying, showing 
constant increases and steadily growing 
improvement over the earnings of the last 
year. Behind the favorable conditions of 
the present there is promise of a good 
cotton crop, and a large corn crop and all 
the indications are for widely distributed 
improvements throughout the entire south. 
Mr. Spencer also declared that the entry 
of the Southern railway into Norfolk had 
no connection even in the remotest way, 
with the rumors that the Southern was 
about to purchase the Seaboard Air-Line. 
He said that he had had no conference 
with any one upon the subject, because 
the Southern had no use for the Seaboard, 
having its own steamer line into Baltimore,

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RAILROADS IN THE SOUTH. 


Short Lines To Be Built Connecting 
with Main Lines. 
Baltimore, June 18.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record says “‘The revival of business 
throughout the country and the rapid in- 
dustrial development of the south have 
caused the recent planning of an unusually 
large number of short railroad lines in that 
section, principally for carrying the preod- 
uts of textile, mining and lumbering regions 
to market. A summary made up from re- 
ports received since April Ist shows that 
8S miles of these railroads are projected or 
under construction in Florida, 15 miles in 
Georgia, 73 miles in Louisiana, 55 miles in 
Virginia, 102 miles in Texas, 20. miles in 
Tennessee, 19 mites in South Carolina, about 
140 miles in North Carolina and O38 miles in 
Alabama. There are at present nearly 500 
miles of railway projects of this kind iz 
the south today, backed by responsible par- 
ties. A number of these short lines in Al- 
abama are to connect mills with railroad 
systems, but there are many projects for 
sidetracks and short Tines to coal and iron 
plants. The railroads in North Carolina 
are to be constructed principally to five 
the timber workers in that state an oppor- 
tuiity to put their products on the market, 
while in Louisiana most of the rai!roads 
are being consiructed to meet the demands 
caused by the rapid seitiement of the axgri- 
cultural district of that state, especiaily in 
the Crowley region, where rice growing 13 
becoming a great industry.

Tokio, Japan, June 1, ie Victoria—(From 
Staff Correspondent.)—It is natural to 
be supposed that a nation engaged in a 
great war would iend all her resources 
to that, and that stagnation would result 
in her manufacturing for export trade and 
in her import trade. 

Not so with Japan. Her export trade 
during the war with China has been great- 
er than usual. She has likewise been ad- 
Vancing in every is she 
rapidly increasing her manufacturing en- 
terprises. 

In the war with China, 
sulted in such a great victory 
there has been no draft upon a citizenry 
of Japan for troops. Only her standing 
army has been engaged in the struggle. 
The great mass of her forty million people 
have remained at home and proceeded in 
their business enterprises just as if no war 
wus in progress. 

Other than the 
troops from the interior 
and the massing of thousands of men at 
the army headquarters at Hiroshima for 
transport to China and. Formosa, there 
have been no evidences to the great body 
of the people here that a war was in 
progress. No Chinese warships were ever 
near Japan's ports and her trade has not 
been interfered with in the slightest, er 
cept that with China. However, all the 
people have kept well informed with the 
progress of events. To the very lowest 
classes they read the newspapers. 

During the past fifteen years Japan has 
advanced more rapidly than any nation on 
earth. In that time she has adapted every- 
thing western that could be assimilated to 
her conditions and that could be used to 
best advantage. She has built up manu- 
factures. 

Even during the war she has progressed 
at a rate of great rapidity. 

Her prosperity, in a large measure, is 
due to the fact that she is on a silver basis. 

The demonetization of silver by the 
United States, and England's action 
in closing her Indian mints have 

resulted in an unprecedented boom to the 
prosperity of Japan. 

Japan's finances are based upon a single 
silver standard There is practically no 
gold here. What there is of it is a com- 
modity. Formerly an American gold dollar 
was of the same value here as a Japaneses 
yen. Now an American dollar is 
worth two Japanese yen. Still a Japanese 
yen has the same purchasing power for all 
domestie goods and for labor that it form- 
erly possessed, 

Thus, with the Japanese, gold has appre- 
ciated, and with the appreciation of gold 
Japan’s products, manufactured and other- 
wise, exported to foreign couniries have 
appreciated. This appreciation in the Valu: 
of her products abroad, while labor and raw 
material at home have remained the same 
has stimulated manufacturing and has 
caused the balance of trade to swing around 
until it is largely in Japan's faver. 

As it is now, Japan is buying American 
and Indian cotton, manufacturing it into 
all sorts of goods and seiling it throughout 
the east at lower prices than either Amer- 
fea or England can compete with.

the best they have imported. They are now 
weaving silk with the most improved ma- 
crinery, instead of by hand, and are ship- 
ping to America great quantities of raw 
and manufactured silk amounting to some- 
thing like $15,000,000 (silver) last year, Japan 
is also rmianufacturirg quantities of paper 
ord selling the same in America cheaver 
than we make it. 

With the value of gold and silver rmoney 
as it is today, Japan is the greatest country 
on earth for the establishment ot manu ic- 
tories of all kinds. There are fortunes to be 
made here by enterprising manvfacturers. 
and undoubtedly they will take advantage 
of it. 

With silver demonetized in America, and 
the existing value between it and gold, we 
shall soon have to raise our tariff walls 
against the manufacturers of Japan, or 
else close up our manufactories. On the 
other hand, were silver and gold upon a 
par, Japan would be robbed of her stimul- 
lant for building manufactories, and Ameri. 
ca, instead of having a $14,000,000 balance 
of trade against her in Japan might 
equalize things. 

This is not intended to be an argument 
on the silver question. It is simply a bare 
statement of facts, as they exist today, 
based upon information gathered from the 
Officials of the Japanese department of 
commerce and agriculture and from Ameri- 
cans engaged in trade here. 

It simply goes to show that with the ex- 
isting financial laws of the various coun- 
tries of the earth, and with labor as cheap 
and adept as it is in Japan, America and 
England as well, will soon find that Japan 
will not only furnish the east with all its 
manufactured goods, but will be shipping 
the same into America and England and 
driving out our manufacturers. Even with 
our present tariff, with the price of labor in 
Japan as itis, and considering the fact that 
their money has but half the value of ours, 
and a purchasing power in labor and home 
produced raw material the same that it 
did when it was of aouble the value, com- 
pared with ours, the situation to our manu- 
facturers and our laborers is critical. 

The question of how we shall meet this 
is an interesting one for our statesmen 
and peeple to solve. 

Japanese labor, skilled and otherwise, is 
but little more than 10 per cent as expen- 
sive as ours, and upon that small sum the 
laborers here are more-happy and content 
than ours. Such a thing as a strike in Ja- 
pan is unknown. There are no labor organi- 
zations. At the same time it is an intelli- 
gent people. The percentage of illiteracy, 
is very low. Its public school system, mod- 
cled upon the best European systems, is 
almost perfect. Not a portion of the em- 
pire is without its public schools, and edu- 
cation is compulsory. Even the coolies can 
read and write. 

As a nation, it is ambitious in all things, 
and in more respects than as a war power 
is it rapidly reaching the point where the 
great nations of the world will find in ita 
rival of tremendous proportions. As a 
menufacturing country, England as well as 
America will soon find it diffiguit to com- 
pete with.

Sensible, intelligent women have always 
been as independent and free as they 
Wished, Weak, undetermined women will 
always be imposed upon and = ordered 
around. 1 believe, of course, in women 
taking a brave stand for what they may be 
Pleased to term their ‘‘rights,’’ but assume 
the position in a gentle, diznified, womanly 
Way. Quiet, unobtrusive insistence will do 
far more than public rant and appeal. Let 
each woman make herself the entire and 
perfect equal of her husband—no more, no 
less—and thus become a far more impor- 
tant factor than she who harangues on 
universal suffrage from a platform.

| that silver had been demonetized and 
the mints closed against its unlimited 
coinage the price of the metal fell to a 
point where it became profitable to 
coin the trade dollar for use in limited 
payments in domestic trade. Congress 
was then induced to prohibit the coin- 
age of these trade dollars, and this 
was accompanied by the withdrawal of 
even the limited legal tender function 
of the few trade dollars then in cireu- 
lation. Immediately, these coins were 
refused in retail trade, and were soon 
rejected altogether because they were 
no longer legal tender. The mere stamp 
of the government counted for nothing 
whatever. The legal tender fiat of the 
government—a fiat which says “this Is 


all public and private dues”’—is what 
gives money its exchangeable value. 
The trade dollar ceased to be money 
When its limited legal tender function 
was abolished, and was worth no more 
than bullion. Subsequently, in response 
to a public protest, congress redeemed 
the trade dollars at their nominal value, 
and some $7,000,000 were presented at 
the treasury and recoined into legal ten- 
der standard dollars, which. lacked 
eight grains of containing as much sil- 
ver as the trade dollars which they re- 
deemed. 

The trade dollar fell to the value of 
bullion silver for one reason only—name- 
lv, lwcause the law which made it 
money and gave it value was repealed. 
Thus, while 7,000,000 of trade dollars 
Were worth no more than silver bullion, 
more than 300,000,000 of standard dol- 
containing each eight grains less 
of silver, were maintained by law at 
a parity with gold. Thev were never 
redeemable in gold until Calico Charles 
Foster, at the dietation of Wall street, 
so ruled. and they are not now redeem- 
able in gold by law. But their parity 
is maintained by the law that makes 
them legal tender. 

We end, as we started out. by saving 
that no man ean argue for the British 
gold standard without entering upon a 
career of falsification.

The “Level” of Mexico. 

In view of the fact that the agents of

The internal silver debt is now main- 
ly held abroad and is scattered ell over 
Europe, Investors over there apparentiy 
have entire faith in the future of silver, as 
these bonds are eagerly bought up when- 
ever an issue is made.

For it must be obvious to any sensible 
person that our present volume of pa- 
per currency, with its slender basis of 
gold, constitutes a rotten and an un.

Only the gold 
in the treasury is available, and the 
greenbacks when they are “redeemed” 
are immediately paid out again in the 
way of business, so that $1,000,000) jin 
that form. of currency can be and has 
been used to absorb $100,000,000 in gold. 

We see that some of the cuekoos in 
this section are trying hard to place 
themselves behind a movement for state 
banks. The Coustitution has been argen- 
ing in favor of state banks for twenty 
years, but it is not in favor of state 
banks that have no redemption money 
in thelr vaults. We do not want a state 
bank curreney that is Yased on) wind.

The Evidence Introduced Has Been 
of a Damaging Character. 


MR. SEABORN CROWLEY TESTIFIES 


Detectives Bolan and Meyers and Barber 
Monroe Were Sworn--Myers Ap- 
pears To Be Defiant. 


During all of yesterday afternoon Wil! 
Biyers sat in the same position and watch- 
ed each witness a3 they twla the evidence 
they possessed. 

And it was evidenes of a most damaging 
character. 

The witness of the day was  Seabkorn 
Crowley, the father of thea murdered man. 
lie gave his testimony in a direct wav and 
at times was almost dramatic. flis varicus 
meetines with Msers durinys the day his 
son was missing were told with Lardly a 
variation from his testimony at tae last 
trial. 

The remaining jurors were secured dr- 
ing the morning after four panels had bren 
called and work was begun at once upon 
the witnesses. The firs: e@iel was Dr. 
W. 2.. Gilbert, who toll of naving exam- 
ined the dead wvody of Forrest Crowley and 
uf probing for the bullet. 

The next witness was Detective Mike P. 
Boian, of Cincinnati. The stroncest testi- 
mony he wave against Mvers was the gstec- 
ries that Myers to!d him regarding Brown 
Allen’s sister and the manner in which 
he came into Allens 

Mrs. Forrest Crowley testirled. but simply 
stated that when her husband! left for 
Atianta on the day of his daath he wore 
upon his hang a diamond ring betonging 
to ber. This riag, she thcveht was upon 
his left hand, thouzk she could not state it 
positively. 

Then came Mr. Seaborn Crowley. Tle 
gave the stcry of the ypurehase of the 
riules, the representations made by Myecrs, 
the trip to Atlanta, the trip to the country 
by his son and Myers, the subsequent meet- 
ing with Myers at two places and the cn- 
swers made by Myers and the story of 
Charley Stevens. He als» told of the long

R. G. Broadwell, of Milton county, told 
ef having met Myers in Rosweil early on 
the morning of the Atlanta trip. He said 
that My2ors had told him of tne purchase 
of the mules and had stated to him that 
he and his father wer2 together {in a 
transfer business and did grading, having 
at that time a big contract with the Sea- 
beard Air-Line. 

An interesting and lively which

Securing the Rest of the Jury.

Dr. W. L. Glibert Called First. 

Dr. W. Il. Gilbert, county physician, was 
the first witness called. His testimony was 
limited to the examination he made of the 
body of Forrest L. Crowley after it was 
brought to the city. He told cf having 
found a humber of slight bruises on the 
face, and stated that in no instance was 
there any fracture of the skull. 

Dr. Gilbert stated that in examining the 


story, 


the

body he found a bullet wound in the back 
of the head. On examining the wound he 
found that the bullet had broken the first 
joint of the spinal column. An effort to 
probe for the bullet proved unavailing. It 
was the opinion of the witness that the 
shot was fired from behind or from above 
if the person was lying on the ground. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Moyers in 
his questions sought to bring out neglect 
on the part of the state in not finding the 
bullet and producing it in court in order 
that the caliber of the pistol could be placeu 
at a certainty. Dr. Gilbert siated that he 
thought the bullet was a thirty-eight cali- 
ber and believed that he could tell whether 
a wound was made by a thirty-two caliber 
or a thirty-eight caliber. 

Detective Bolan on the Stand. 

Detective Mike P. Bolan, of Covington, 
Ky., day chief of the police department 
there, was the next witness. He began 
by saying that he had read a special tell- 
ing of the murder and had seen that the 
special said that the murderer would be 


likely to go to Cincinnati, as he had once | 


lived there. Later he received: informa- 
tion regarding a young man who was 
thought by a barber named Monroe to be 
the man. 

Detective Bolan-said that he telephoned 
to the Cincinnati police headquarters for 
two detectives to meet him at the corner 
of Fifth and Vine streets. They met him, 
and they went together to the Indiana 
house, where they hoked on the register. 
He was asked by Solicitor Hill regarding 
the signature alleged to have been made by 
Mvers, but the defense objected to any- 
thing that was seen on the register, as 
they claimed the register was the highest 
evidence of the fact that the name was 
there. The objection was suctained. 

Detective Bolan said that he did not stay 
until the arrest, but was notified early the 
next morning that the arrest had been 
made. He took charge of Myers, however, 
and brought him to Atlanta, meeting the 
chief of police of Atlanta at Chattanuosa, 
The witness said that on the way to this 
city Myers talked to him and told him 
that Brown Allen did the killing. 

“He told me,”’ said Detective Bolan, “that 
he met Brown Allen and that Allen told 
him that he would introduce him to his 
sister, and that he could have fun with her. 
Myers said that he met Miss Allen and 
was with her one nieht in some park, and 
that Brown Allen caught them in a com- 
promising position and drew a pistol on 
him. He said that Allen then had him in 
his power. He also told me that Brown 
Allen was well known in Atlanta. I told 
him that Brown Allen had been arrested in 
Birmingham, and he said that he was the 
man.,’’ 

At this juncture court adjourned for the 
noon recess, to meet agin at 2.30 o'clock, 

Bolan Still on the Stand. 

The cross-examiration of Detective Bo- 
lan was begun by Mr. Moyers as soon as 
court reconvened. He was asked what be- 
came of the written statement purporting 
to have been made by Myers, and said that 
he knew nothing of such a statement. 

Mr. Moyers then began to cross-question 
the witness as to the reward he expected 
to get. Bolan said that at the time of the 
arrest he expected no reward whatever, 
but that now he hoped to get the #200 re- 
ward offered in the case. He said that he 
didn’t promise to pay Detective Meyers’s 
expenses but did promise him part of tne re- 
ward. Witness paid his own expenses and 
fhose of Meyer. 

Witness did not remember whether there 
were five or six cartridges found on Myers, 
but testified that there was #27 found on 
him. On the redirect examination witness 
said that he learned of the reward the day 
of Myers’s arrest. 

Mr. Senborn Crowley's Story. 


Mr. Seaborn Crowley, the father of For- 
rest L. Crowley, was called next. He told 
of his son and himself as partners and said 
that he knew Myers by sight, having seen 
him for the first time on September ith, 
on the hack coming from the railroad, and 
then had a talk with him during the even- 
ing. 

“Durine the evening,” said the witness, 
“T went to the stables and saw Myers anil 
Forrest and some others sitting there. I 
had previously been told by my son that 
Mvers wanted to buy some mules, and when 
l approached them the first thing I asked 
Was whether or not they had traded. 

“Myers said that he was connected with 
a grading and transfer company, and that 
they worked 160 mules, Forrest told me 
that he had told Myers that one of the 
mules was lame and that Myers had liked 
the lame mule better than the others. 
Myers said that they always had several 
lame mules on hand and that the mule 
would soon be all right. They had already 
traded; Myers was to pay $075 for the four 
mules. -I don’t Know where Myers stopped 
While in Rosweil. 

“I saw him the next 
hack going to the train. He was sitting in 
the hack by Mr. R. G. Broadwell when 
Forrest and myself got in. There are four 
seats in the hack, Myers and Broadwell 
occupied the second seat. Forrest and my- 
self got in behind them. I sit behind My- 
ers and Forrest sat behind Broadwell. We 
stopped for a few minutes, aS iny son had 
sent back for a memorandum he had made 
out for purchasing the goods. We waited 
until the boy came and he told Forrest 
that John said that Forrest had his 
memorandum. Forrest reached into his 
Inside coat pocket and pulled out his pocket- 
beok and looked into it. He said that he 
did have it. Myers was looking at Forrest 
when he opened the pocket-book. I don't 
know whether Forrest had any money in 
the book or not. 

“We all got on the train together, Myers 
and Forrest sitting together. I did not hear 
their conversation. 

Where Father and Son Separated. 


“When the train reached the union de- 


morning on the 


pot,” went on the witness, ‘‘Forrest came’ 


to me and told me that they would have 
to go out inio the country before they 
could complete the mule trade. I asked 
him how long it would take. He turned 
to Myers and asked him and Myers said 
about two hours. Forrest then told me 
that if I didn’t want to go that I could go 
to Inman, Smith & Co.’s and wait fr him 
there, This I did. 1 don’t Know whether 
they went to the country to complete the 
trade or for the money. Myers and For- 
rest left together and Broadwell went with 
them a few steps. I think it was about 
8:30 o'clock in the morning. : 

“The mules left Roswell early in the 
morning in charge of Chariey Stevens. He 
had orders to carry them to Stewart & 
Buwden's stables.’’ 

Witness was shown an order said to have 
been signed by Myers and stated that he 
conid not identify it, though he saw Myers 
writine it. 

“I don’t want to do anything wrong, 
he said. “I can’t say whether it is the 
same order er not, I went to jnman, 
Smith & Co.'s and stayed there some time, 
when Chnaricy Stevens came. He asked if 
I had seen Forrest. I told him no and he 
said that he had scen Myers and that My- 
ers told him that he let Forrest out of the 
buggy at East Alabama street. Stevens 
also said that Myers toid hin’ Forrest want- 
ed him to go to Inman, Smith & Co.'s and 
th€t he had come and expected to find 
Forrest. 

Witness Tells of Meeting Myers. 

“I then went up the street to go to the 
bank, and at Folsom'’s I met Myers. He 
sorter hung his head. This I did not no- 
tice at the time. I said ‘Hello,’ and he an- 
swered ‘Hello.’ I asked him where Forrest 
was. He said that Forrest had left the 
bank about forty minutes ago. I then 
went to the bank and came back. I met 
Myers again. This second time it was 
later in the day and I was going to din- 
ner. With me were Jim Latham and J. J. 
Scoggins. I hailed Myers again. 

“He told me that Forrest had secured a 
buggy and had gone out into the country 
to look for some stock. Later on I wus 
going down the street and saw Myers 
coming by in a conveyance. I ran along 
following it to ask him more about For- 
rest and the direction he had taken. It 
drove to the depot and Myers got out. I 
asked the driver if he was waiting for My- 
ers, and he said no. I bunted for Myers,

“to identify and he did so. 


but could not find him. Soon my suspi- 
cions were aroused. I reported the matter 
to the chief of police and we began to 100k 
out for Forrest, visiting every place where 
he might have gone. 

Myers’s Father on the Scene, 

‘I went to Stewart & Bowden’s stables 
and Myers’s father came there. He said 
that his son had driven out into the coun- 
try in the morning towards Westview 
cemetery with another young man. This 
was our first clew and we went out in that 
direction and scoured the woods, searching 
all night. 

“Early in the morning we went out to 
the forks of the Sandtown and some other 
road and started to go to the cemetery, 
when we met two men coming out of 
Westwood park. They said that they had 
seen buggy tracks around the dam. We 
then went on to the cemetery office and 
telephoned to police headquarters to see if 
there was any news of Forrest. There was 
none. We then went to Westwood park to 
the dam, where we got out of the buggy. 
We saw the tracks of two people coming 
to the edge of the dam and we foilowed 
these back into the field, but could find 
nothing, We then followed the buggy 
track to where it looked as if the horse 
had been tied to a bush. He appeared to 
have been restless. There were two men’s 
tracks leading from the buggy. We found 
the tracks of one man leading toward the 
buggy and began to follow them. We 
searched in the sedge until finaily I came 
upon the body of my son, cold in death. 

“I simply sat there. He was lying part- 
ly on one side, with one arm partly under 
him. He was dead and blood was on the 
brim of his hat, which was still partially 
on his head.”’ 

Here he was handed the shoes of his son 
He also identi- 
fied the hat. Witness told abcut the miss- 
ing pocketbook and missing watch and 
how there was $112 in paper in the memo- 
randum book and $14 in silver in the rear 
pocket along with a number of letters. 

He also told of following the tracks that 
lead from the buggy and how the tracks 
of one man lead to a place where the man 
had jumped the ditch and slipped, getting 
one knee in the mud. The tracks below 
were those of Forrest Crowley, according 
to the witness, as his shoe fitted them, 
while the shoe of Myers fitted the track 
where the man slipped. 

On the Cross-Examination. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Moyers 
laid a great deal of stress upon the part- 
ing words of Forrest. He asked the ques- 
tions in a way that indicated that he will 
argue that Myers had no intention of lead- 
ing Forrest Crowley out to kill him, but 
that he expected the father to go too, not 
knowing what Brown Allen intended to do. 

“Haven’t you tried to find another man 
in the case?’ asked Mr. Moyers. 

“¥es,’’ answered the witness; 
one Brown Allen, of Cherry Log Creek~— 
the one in the affidavit. He’s here.” 

Witness was asked if the police had not 
refused to hunt for the other man in the 
case, although it was thought by the wit- 
ness himself that Myers had help. Mr. 
Crowley said that he Knew nothing of 
this. He was also examined regarding the 
tracks. 

Testimony of R. G. Broadwell. 

Mr. R. G. Broadwell; of Miiton county, 
was the next witness. He said that he 
reached Roswell early on Monday morning 
and that he went to the stables, where he 
was told that the Crowleys had sold the 
muies which they ‘thhad purchased from him, 
He asked who bought them arid just as he 
asked the question Myers came up and the 
stable boy pointed him out. 

Witness heard Myers ask the stable boy 
if the mules had left and he was told that 
they had gone at 2 o'clock in the morning. 
Myers replied that he heard them leave, 
as he was restless and could not sleep. 
Just at this time the breakfast bell at the 
hotel rang and Myers went to breakfast, 
but came out in a very few minutes. 

“He came to the stables,”” said broad- 
well, ‘‘and sat down by me. We entered 
@to a conversation. We told me that he 
and ‘his father were engaged in grading 
work. He said that they had a contract 
with the Seaboard which would take them 
six months to complete. I asked him his 
name and he told me. He said that they 
were working 120 mules, I believe. The 
hack came along and we got in. 

Broadwell Saw the Money,

He sut 
in the ehair aud tuld me to cut it all 
eround, but not on top. <Afler it was eut 
he said that ne wanted tt dyed. [ went 
to work and dyed it and while I was work- 
inxs talked to him. 

“I asked him if he was a

The Fruit Growers of Georgia Have 
Decided To Fight Together. 


THEY TALK OF THE LEGISLATURE 


Indicating the Possibility of Fighting the 
Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association There. 


The fruit growers of Georgia are taking 
steps toward organization. 

While the gentlemen at the head of the 
movement are not making any threats, it 
ig still understood that the organization is 
to. be not only a defensive one but an of- 
fensive one as well. 

As The Constitution has shown, the 
representatives of the fruit interests do 
not believe that they have been properly 


{treated at the hands of the southern rail- 


roads. Heretofore they have been acting 


‘singly and alone, each individual for him- 


self, in their dealings with the railroads, 
but recent experiences have induced them 
to believe that much better results to 
them will be obtained through an or- 
ganization of all of the parties whose in- 
terests are common. 

The Idea of the Organization. 

“We have simply come to the determina- 
tion,’’ said one of the growers yesterday, 
“that the only chance we have to get our 
rights from the roads is through organiz- 
ing. {if after giving them opportunity to 
ehow their friendliness, the railroads still 
continue to discriminate against our in- 
dustry and fail to do anything whatever to 
help build it up, we shall make a vigorous 
fight on them through the courts and 
through the legislature. There is no ques- 
tion whatever but that the Southern Rail- 
Way and Steamship Association, under 
whatever name it is operated, is operat- 
ing contrary to the plain intent of the 
law of Georgia. While we have a number 
of lines which are naturally competitors 
with one another, this association has 
combined them into one big monopoly so 
far as their relations to the shippers are 
concerned. 

‘‘Naturally,’? he continued, ‘we feel 
pretty sore over this matter, especially 
over this last act of the association in 
increasing the minimum weight per car 
So as to elther increase the freight rate 
or rob us of the amount which the freight 
on 4,000 pounds represents—which ever 
way you desire to put it. And another 
thing we can do and will do, though under- 
stand me, I don’t care to be quoted as 
making any threats, and that is, we can 
boycott the men who are unfavorable to 
us, and the lines they represent. 

“The fact-of the matter is, every fellow 
goes into the association meeting presum- 
ably our friend. He says, ‘I am going to 
do everything I can for you,’ and when he 
comes out he says, ‘I did all I could, boys, 
but I’m afraid the other fellows have 
downed me.’ Now the fact of the matter 
is, we have had inside information from 
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the rate committee showing us who our 
friends are and who are against us. Some 
of the men who handle this end of the rail- 
road business are big enough and broad 
enough to realize thdt it is to their inter- 
est to do evarything possible to develop 
the fruit business in Georgia. Others, 
and I fear they are in the majority, look 
only to the small immediate pecuniary 
gain in their desire to make as good a 
showing for their departmenis as possibie. 
Now we have those men xzpotted and you 
will find that the growers, unless they 
get some relief, will give these gentlemen 
practical evidence of their knowledge.” 
Mr. Cunningham Talks. 

Learning that Mr. John D. Cunningham 
was the principal mover in tHis organiza- 
tion, The Constitution reporter asked for 
his views. 

“I have today,” said he, ‘conferred with 
about twenty of the leading men in the 
fruit business and I have had letters from 
others. All of them enter heartily into the 
idea of perfecting a thorough organiza- 
tion. We will organize the practical fruit 
growers of the state, the men who have 
money in the business and whd are deeply 
interested in its outcome. Yes, we may 
perhaps resort to legislation as a means 
of fighting the association unless we re- 
ceive decent treatment at their 
There is no question that this last move ig 
increasing the minimum per car is a severe 
blow to the fruit interests of the state and 
in self defense we will have to do some- 
thing.”’ 

Mr. Cunningham said that the prelimin- 
ary meeting would be held within a few 
davs. He could not tell just when until 
he had more definite information from 
some men in other parts of the stare.

The engine was going 
ward, as there was no turntabie at Flip- 
pin. A red lantern was hanging on the 
rear end of the tender. “‘When my engine 
approached the railroad yard limits, just 
beyond Henderson's crossing, | slowed her 
down and as she went over the crossing I 
was running about eight or ten miles an 
hour. 

“I gave one long blow of the whistle be- 
yond Roseiand, a about a quarter 
of a mile beyond the crossing, and four 
short blasts at the usual place just before 
reaching the crossing. I was sitting on iny 
seat looking forward as we approached the 
crossing and I saw no obstruction on the 
track and knew nothing of the accident 
until my fireman hollered that he thought 
we had struck a bugey. I immediately re- 
versed and brought the engine to a stop as 
soon as possible and went back to the 
crossing to investigate. This was about 
3:20 o'clock this morning. Some one told 
‘ireman Thrasher to Jook under the engine 
and he got a torch and did so, finding the 
body hanging to the ash box of the engine, 
mashed to picces.”’ 

Mr. Webb said that he thought it was 
cloudy at the time of the accident and that 
the moon was not shining. He was very 
positive that the speed of the engine was 
not more than ten miles an hour and claim- 
ed that his engine was stopped about 150 
yards from the crossing.

Farmer Sims's Testimony. 

W. R. Sims, a young farmer and friend of 
Matthews, who lives about three miles be- 
low South river, and who was immediately 
behind Matthews in his own wagon when 
the accident occurred, stated that Mat- 
thews's wagon was about-ten feet ahead of 
his. He heard no warning whistle for the 
crossing, but heard a short Staiion signal 
about 400 yards beyond. The engine bell 
Wus not ringing and the engine came by 
like lightning. He-was positive that it 
was going at a speed of forty miles an 
hour. He didn’t think Matthews had 
heard the approaching engine. He saw no 
light on the engine at all.and did not see 
the engine hit wagon, but heard it. 
The engine stopped 370 yards beyond Hen- 
derson’s crossing. 

The Jury’s Verdict. 
jury was that “the rail- 
blame for the accident, 
as we think the accident would not Rave 
occurred if proper precautions had been 
observed in passing Henderson's crogsing.’’

Outline of Scotch-Irish. 

Presbyterian Irish, or the Scotch- 
are called, who first came to 
a mnixed people, being main- 
ly descended from Scotch ancestors who 
came both from the lowlands and 
highlands and from among the Scotch 
Ons and the Scotch Celts. They came, 
the most part, from Ulster, Ireland. 
many of the Scotch had fled on aceount 
religious persecutions, and as early 
they thought of coming to America to plant 
a settlement in the new English colonies 
where they might enjoy religious freedom 
and liberties and worship as they pleased 
This plan was dropped, but in the year 1: 
a shipload of immigrants, among which 
were four preachers, started for this coun- 
try, but they were driven back by 
trary winds to the coast of Scotland. ard 
@gain the plan was abandoned. About the 
year 1/00 swarms of these people began to 
come from Ulster to America, and the de- 
@cendants of these people filled up the 
mountains and mountain valleys of Pernn- 
Sylvania, Virginia and the Carolinas. These 
early settlers landed principally at the ports 
of Philadelphia and Charleston. They im- 
mediately pushed through the settlements 
along the seacoast and at once took up 
thelr abode at the foot of the mountains 
and became at once the outposts of civili- 
gation. From Pennsylvania, where the ma- 
jority had landed, they gradually~ drifted 
along the foothills to the south until they 
met their brethren who had come north- 
ward from the Carolinas. By pushing past 
the settled regions and plunging into the 
Vast wilderness as leaders of the early aet- 
tlers they proved themselves a hardy and 
bold race, and, besides, they kept on push- 
ing westward leading the others following 
in their wake. With the backwoods ax 
and the rifle they fought for the land upon 
which they built their homes and prote:ted 
their wives and children from the savaves 
who, at all times, were ready to swoop 
down upon them. These early Scotch-Irish 
Settlers paid but little attention to school 
ing. and but few boys and girls learned 
anything but reading and writing and went 
as far as the ruie of three in arithmetic. 

The first of the hardy Scotch-Irish to 
Bettie in this section of the vailey was 
John Lewis, who settled permanently near 
the twin hills of Staunton, known by th: 
names of Betsy Bell and Mary Gray.> In 
1736 Benjamin Burden visited Lewis in his 
new home in the valley, and in 1737 Bur- 
den. brought upwards of a hundred fami 
lies to settle upon lands granted to him. 
Some authorities state his emigrants came 
from Pennsylvania, while others state from 
Boston, but it matters not, as they were 
Scotch-Irish and nearly all of the same 
Presbyterian stamp. Among the primitive 
emigrants to Burden’s grant we meet with 
some who have left a numerous posterity; 
such as McDowell, Alexander, Patton, 
Moore and Matthews, and in addition to 
these there are the more numerous and 
well-known names of the county at pres- 
ent—the Prestons, the Paxtons, the Pat- 
tersons, the Lyles, the Grigshys, the Shorts 
the Wailaces, the Willsons, the Camp- 
bells, the McClungs, the McClures and the 
McCowns, etc. 

Rockbridge County. 
. Rockbridge county was established by 
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act of the assembly in 1777 and taken from 
the counties of Augusta and Botetourt.
